erhaps twenty feet or a trifle further 
rom first base and moves his body

TRACK SPORTS SHOULD 
BE HANDICAPPED. 


The provincial champtonship 
sports held on Monday showed 
that there are in Fdmonton some 
of the best athictes in Canada.

The problem is to develop them 
properly.

Possibly if the Pdmonton Ama- 
teur Athletic nssactation tn ite 
future sports except champton- 
ships, arranged to have a system 
of handicaps, the younger athletes 
who are as yet merely starting 
their athletic career, would have 
a chance of winning occastonalty, 
and would certainly have more 
encouragement to compete, Handi- 
caps would also force the cham- 
pions and other fast and exper- 
fenced runners to run harder and 
faster. The diMeculty always is 
to arrange the handicaps. How. 
ever, during the present season 
there have already been three 
sports meets, and by taking the 


times made by the younger 
competitors in their varions 
events, the handicaps could be 


arranged accordingly.

The Dawson City

would go broke.

That China is arranging 
supplementary terms does not 
seem in accord with the League 
of Nations scheme. 

China, however, entrusted to 
the Allies the protection of its in- | 
terests as against Japan in the} 
dispute about the German rights | 
in Shantung. In_ consequence} 
China lost the province. If the) 
vellow men have decided to do 
their own dealing in future it can 
hardly be wondered at. 


Belgium's Position. 

In moving the ratification of | 
the peace treaty the Belgian for-! 
eign minister declared, amid ap-| 
plause, in the chamber of depu- 
ties that ‘‘the League of Nations 
**fails to offer immediate guaran- 
‘tees and compels us to look to| 
‘four own defence.”’ 

Hence the government was seek- | 

ing at Paris a revision of the neu- 
trality treaty of 1839, under 
which a limit is placed npon the 
defensive measures Belgium may 
take, and also upon its freedom to 
deal with other nations as a sov- 
lereign state, 
Like France, Belgium has no! 
faith in the intentions of Germany 
and not much more in the prac- 
tical effectiveness of the League 
of Nations arrangement. The! 
ecumbrous machinery of the 
League would have hampered the 
Allies five years ago in coming 
quickly to the assistance of Bel- 
gium. That it would have halted 
jermany’s drive for a moment no| 
one with sense can suppose, 

As the League would not pro- 
htect it under like conditions in 
future, Belgium not unreasonably 
asks that it ‘be free to protect it-| 
self. It has surely bought that 
privilege at heavy enough price.
